SECTION I.  RELAPSING BENIGN TERTIAN MALARIA 


1, Relapsing benign tertian malaria (P. vivax) has increased 
perceptibly in incidence and is causing considerable disability 
among troops previously parasitized in endemic areas. Atabrine 
will prevent the relapses of benign tertian malaria in a vast mA 
jority of these subjectse
